Yamani to help Thais 
solve energy problem

BANGKOK, Dec. 27 — Saudi Arabia will 
maintain the present crude price until die 
next OPEC meeting in June and will ensure 
there wfl] be no cut in oil production during 
January 1981, said Oil Minister Sheikh 
Ahmed Yamani during a two-day private 
visit to Bangkok as guest of the Thai industry 
minister, Maj-Gen. Chatichai Choonhavan. 

As for the future he said, h is not possible 
to guarantee whether there will be redaction 
in crude oil supply to the world, as this has to 
be determined on a monthly basis by OPEG 

The Kingdom's minister said his visit to 
Thailand has provided him with better under- 
standing of the problems this developing 
southeast Asian country is facing with regard 
to its oil supply situation. He promised to do 
everything possible “to solve it when he gets 




To boast exports 

Iraq to develop oil 
facilities in Turkey 



ANKARA, Dec. 27 (R) — Turkey and 
Iraq have signed an agreement to develop 
oil facilities in Turkey after five days of talks 
between delegations from both countries, it 
was officially announced. The two neigh- 
boring countries will increase the present 
capacity of the oil pipeline leading from 
Kirkukl northern Iraq to Turkey' s Mediter- 
ranean coast, from 35 million tons to 45-50 
iTiiUion tons annually, according to an 
economic cooperation protocol signed here 
Friday. 

They also agreed to build an oil refinery, 
designed to process exportable oil products, 
andapetro-chcnucalsplantat Yumurtalik, 
the Turkish terminal of the Iraqi pipeline. 

An announcement by the Turkish Fore- 
ign Ministry said the two countries would 
also cooperate in using Iraqi crude for 
power production. Iraq also agreed to link 
the Kirkuk- Yumurtalik pipeline to a major 
oil refinery planned for Kirikkale, near 
Ankara. 

The protocol, which Turkish officials said 
amounted to a binding agreem. for both 
sides, was signed by Turgut Ozal, Turkish 
Deputy Prime Minister and Chief 
Economic Planner, Tahir Tawfiq. Iraqi 


minister of industry and Mineral Resources. 

Tawfiq said in a speech after the signing, 
that his country would welcome a Turkish 
attempt to mediate in the Iran-lraq war and 
said Iraq had great confidence in Turkey. 
Turkey has said it will stay neutral in the 
conflict “Turkey should believe that it has a 
strong and loyal neighbor in Iraq. Any good 
deed done to us by Turkey, we will repay 
manifold,” Tawfiq said. 

The protocol signed Friday did not give 
any figures for increased oil supplies from 
Iraq to Turkey but Turkish officials said 
they had jeached a satisfactory agreement 
Unofficial sources said Iraq would provide 
Turkey with at least seven million tons of oil 
next year. Iraq was to have given five mil- 
lion tons of oil to Turkey this year but oil 
industry sources say about two thirds of it 
has riot yet been received. 

Turkey’s use of the waters of the Tigris 
and Euphrates rivers, which originate in 
Turkey and run into Iraq and Syria, was also 
discussed in the talks. The official 
announcement said technicians would study 
the situation for two years and then submit 
reports to the governments of all three 
countries. \

The Thai .authorities, headed by Prime 
Minister Prem Tinsulanonda with whom 
Minister yamani was dose ted in a 20-minute 
dialogue Saturday morning, urged Saudi 
Arabia to consider the possibility erf selling oil 
on a govern ment-to-gov eminent basis 
instead of through the Summit Corporation 
(Panama).

He added that the Inter- 
nationa] Energy Agency’ s decision to destock 
ofl reserve is an important step toward 
stabilizing the world market price. 

Asked whether Saudi Arabia will give a 
special price for its crude to cal developing 
countries he said, "our price is the lowest and 
we have a unified price for all countries”. 
Yamani left for Sri Lanka Saturday afternoon 
and is expected to spend a day there confer- 
ing with President Junius Jayewardene and 
Foreign Minister Shahul Hameed.

BRUSSELS, Dec. 27 (AP) — The Euro- 
pean Common Market has devised a detailed 
list of options for its Middle East peace initia- 
tive, including turning Jerusalem into an 
international city, a staged withdrawal of 
Israelis from contested territories and a new 
international peace-keeping force. Le Soir 
reported Saturday. 

The Be lgian daily newspaper - said the 
options were approved as “starting points" 
by the nine Common Market heads of gov- 
ernment at a summit meeting Dec. 1-2 in 
Luxembourg. 

LeSoir did not say where it got the options 
list, which has been a secret. There was no 
immediate comment from. the Belgian Fore- 
ign Ministry. According to the report, the 
Mideast plan consists of the following: 

— Withdrawal of Israeli jurisdiction over 
territories taken over in the 1967 war — 
areas in Jordan, Gaza. East Jerusalem and 
the Golan Heights — the withdrawal would 
, ,b= esnj $4 oqt oyeL- . tw^year period. . wifh . 
“security point?’ the last areas turned over 
by Israel. 

— The United Nations would supervise the 
withdrawal with the help of a mixed commis- 
sion of Israelis, Jordanians and Palestinians. 

— During die withdrawal, relations bet- 
ween Israel and the Arabs would be normal- 
ized under procedures similar to those used in 
the Camp David accords sigped by Israel and 

Egypt- 

— . Most Israeli settlements in areas 
occupied after 1967 would be dismantled. 
However, Israel would be allowed to keep 
some of them as “foreign enclaves’' in the 
Arab lands. 

— Palestinians would be given an indepen- 
dent state, perhaps with some links to Jordan 
and IsraeL 

— Demilitarized zones patrolled by a 
United Nations force would guarantee Israeli 
security. 

— Jerusalem would become an interna- 
tional city, with Muslim, Christian and Jewish 
control over their own religious sites. The rest 
of the city would 1 he run by a . communal 
authority. 

— Palestinians would be Slowed to return 
to the new Palestinian state.

Colombo Plan: 

Stress on energy development for rural environment

JAKARTA, Dec. 27 — An interesting and 

important idea recently developed at an 
international gathering here is the Develop- 
ment of New and Renewable Energy 
Resources” appropriate for rural utilisation 
and their implications for the environment. 
The occasion was the 28th Consultative 
Committee meeting of die Colombo Plan 
inaugurated by President Suharto and 
attended by ministers and delegates from 
member countries of the Colombo Plan 
w hich was held at the end of November. 

Energy is a subject of mudi debate and 
attention worldwide but seems to have been 
linked to industrial and technological 
development. The Colombo Plan’s initiative 
,0 emphasize the development of energy 
sources for rural progress is in a sense innova- 
te and should tickle economists and plan- 
ners. 

The idea was developed and expounded by 
Indonesia. It drew enthusiastic support from 
other Colombo Plan countries who took note 
of the numerous common problems facing 
the developing countries of the region of Aisa 
and the Pacific. 

Several of them are reportedly engaged in 
parallel research and development programs, 
and fed that cooperation between them and 
the developed countries in meeting these 
objectives should be beneficial to all. The 


meeting of the Consultative Commitee, while 
endearing the Indonesian paper, agreed that 
programs of cooperation to rie evolved 
should indude such areas as improving 
energy supply, promoting the transfer of 
technology and development of local skills, 
and improving the energy manage meat cycle. 

The Colombo Plan countries would be 
engaged in the next few months in working 
out a framework for coopera tionin the field 
of development of rural energy resources. 
They are expected to cany out detailed 
studies of their respective individual needs 
and priorities. These studies would then be 
coordinated by the Plan’s Bureau based in 
Colombo and debated in the coming meet- 
ings in a more concrete form. 

The Jakarta meeting also reviewed the 
general activities of the Colombo Plan in 
forging economic cooperation. It was 
observed that its activities on Technical 
Cooperation, its major field of operation, had 
increased consderably of late and in 1979 
amounted to $297 million. Most delegations 
are said to have emphasized that technical 
cooperation, indnding traini n g, should 
remain the m a hi focus of the Plan’s activities 
and that maximum use to be made of regional 
capa bi lities in financing projects in develop- 
ing countries covered by the Plan. An appeal 
was also made for the transfer of resources to 
developing countries as envisaged in the 


Brandt Commission Report. 

Other economic issues which are reported 
to have come up for discussion were those 
related to the establishment of the New 
International Economic Order such as flow 
of financial resources on concessional terms 
from the developed to the developing coun- 
tries, increase in program aid and commodity 
assistance to developing countries, liberalisa- 
tion of aid procedures by multilateral agen- 
cies, and re-scheduling of debts on long term 


Most delegations in their public statements 
and private comments are understood to 
have strongly supported the continuation of 
the Colombo Plan as a regional organization 
and to have stressed the need for increased 
cooperation. To this rad, the Flan was given a 
permanent lease of life when die Ministerial 
Committee decided to extend its life span 
indefinitely. The practice ‘so far had been to 
extend the plan's life span periodically, usu- 
ally for five year cycles. 

The Colombo Plan is regarded by 
economic observers as one of the most suc- 
cessful examples of international economic 
cooperation. Established in 1950 at a meet- 
ing of Commonwealth Foreign Ministers 
Conference in Colombo, it was one of the 
e arlies t regional organisations set up after 
. World War II, to promote cooperative 
economic and social development in the reg- 


ion of Asia and the Pacific. 

It had an original membership of 7 coun- 
tries. Today it has expanded to include 26 
members namely Afghanistan, Australia, 
Bangladesh, Bhutan, Britain, Burma, 
Canada, Fiji, India, Indonesia, Iran, Japan, 
Kampuchea, Republic of Korea, Laos, 
Malaysia, Maldives, Nepal, New Zealand, 
Pakistan, Papua New Guinea, die Philip- 
pines, Singapore, Sri Ianka, Thailand and 
the United States. 

Besides its technical cooperation activities, 
the Plan also runs a Drug Advisory Program ■ 
which has successfully helped the regional 
countries in dealing with the problem of nar- 
cotics control. The USA is the major donor to 
the funding of this program and has raised its 
contribution to $150,000 for 1981. The 
Philippines and Thailand, two of the staun- 
chest supporters of this program, also 
pledged smaller contributions at the meeting. 

Since 1975, the Colombo Plan has been 
running a Staff College in Singapore which 
has given courses in technician training to 
participants from several countries. 

The Plan also has a program of cooperation 
with several international organizations and 
agencies. The Jakarta meeting for example 
was attended by the nine international organ- 
izations including the Jeddah-based OIC 
which made its debut at a Colombo Plan 
meeting.

AWACS detects attack 


JEDDAH, Dec. 27 (SPA) - King Khaled 
Saturday disclosed that the early warning 
radar system (AWACS) loaned by the 
United States in September, detected the

King 
Khaled said that Saudi Arabia was prepared 
to assist Kuwait when Iranian fighters 
attacked the northern Kuwaiti border post of 
Abdali late in September.

" Saudi Arabia is linked with Kuwait and 
the Gulf states with bonds stronger than any 
agreements. ” the king was^uoted as saying. 
“ Kuwait is our country and its people are our 
people, ” he added. 

Tb' King said, " We believe we are targeted^ 
peoples, hence wc '“have to come together in 
a practical way. ” The present political divi- 


sions in the region were created by interna- 
tional conditions and circumstancs which will 
disappear in the future as the people become 
more closely bound to each other, he added. 

King Khaled said the forthcoming Islamic 
summit is importam because it is always advis- 
able for Muslim leaders to meet for consulta- 
tion and advice as enjoined by God — even 
though all the resolutions passed by it may 
not be carried out. " It is implementing the 
consultative spirit of the Islamic Sharia that 
The conference should concentrate, " he said.

Although we have long eastern and 
western coasts, and an abundance fish 
wealth, we continue to suffer from the 
price hike in fish market, mainly in coastal 
towns. The situation often assumes such 
proportions that it becomes difficult to get 
good, fresh fish in the markets. 

The sitnation in other urban areas is 
worse, since fish in those places have 
become tiie best and the most precious gift 
for any of your relatives and friends! The 
reason appears to be the absence of mod- 
ern means of fishing. To be more precise, 
you can say that there is no regularized 
fishing activity on behalf of official circles. 

According to a recent press report, an

End hunger strike 


Kawasmeh, Milhem to return to Jordan 


UNITED NATIONS, Dec. 27 (Agencies) 
— Two Palestinian mayors, having ended a 
hunger strike, said Friday they planned to 
return to the Middle East early next week 
without much hope that Israel will soon allow 
them back to the West Bank of the Jordan 
River. 

“We are sure (U.N. Secretary-General 
Kurt) Waldheim and the Security Council 
will not spare any efforts to work for our 
return,” Mayor Muhammad Milhem of 
Halhoul told a reporter. "But our experience 
with the Israelis is that it is difficult for them 
to change.” 


Milhem and Mayor Fahd Kawasmeh of 
Hebron ended a five-day- sit- in at U.N. 
headquarters on Wednesday at Waldheim's 
request. 

Earlier Wednesday, the National Council 
of Churches, comprised of 32 Protestant and 
Orthodox denominations in die United 
States, appealed to Israeli Prime Minister 
Mcnahcm Begin to allow the mayors to 
return home. The U.N. Security Council on 
Dec. 1 9 unanimously passed a resolution urg- 
ing the same course on Israel. 

Milhem said he and Kawasmeh would first 
fly to Beirut and ihen go on to Amman for a 
reunion with their families.

215 killed in Turkey since coup 


ANKARA, Dec. 27 (AFP) — The 
National Security Council, which has control- 
led Turkey since the coup of Sept. 12, 
reported Friday that 215 people had been 
killed and 8,500 arrested in the last three 
months in the course erf "terrorist actions or 
anti-terrorist operations." 

A council spokesman raid that since the 
coup “extremists” had killed 118 people. He 
added that 368 people were wounded in the 
“2,964 acts violating the state-of-siege 
decrees” of the security council. 

In addition, according to die spokesman, 
27 policemen were slain and 70 “extremists” 
died in various dashes. In the three months 


preceding the coup, 929 people were killed. 

The spokesman also reported that the 
8.500 people arrested following the coup 
were among 30,000 questioned by security 
officials. 

Among the legal charges filed after the 
arrests were 1,550 for "illegal posting of signs 
or distribution of tracts,” 245 for attacks with 
explosives, 337 for armed attacks or dashes 
with security offidals, 19 for participation in 
demonstrations. 400 for holdups and 4 1 5 for 
fighting or threats. 

The spokesman said that security forces 
had seized 7 ,470 firearms, 225,000 rounds of 
ammunition and 2,963 grenades or bombs.

Italian party endorses 
call for prison shutdown 


ROME. Dec. 27 (APj — Italy's Socialist 
Party, in effect, has endorsed a Red Brigades 
. demand for the shutdown of a maximum sec- 
urity' prison for violent politicals further 
weakening, the fragile unity within the two- 
month-old coalition government of Christian 
Democrat Premier Amaldo Forlani. 

Hie Red Brigades. Italy's most feared lef- 
tist political group, kidnapped a prominent 
magistrate two weeks ago in the gangs7irsi 
political abJuction since its members seized 
former Premier Aldo \lum in'1 held him 
for seven weeks and killed him. 

Although the kidnappers have not deli- 
vered terms for the release of Giovanni 
L) Unso. they have demanded that the special 
prison on Asmara Island off Sardinia be 
dosed down. D'Urso’s responsibilities 
includcJ assigning convicted politicals to 
maxi mil in security prisons. 

rhe Serialises. Italy's third largest pany 
' and a partner in Forlani' s four-party coali- 
' liiui. issued a statement on Christmas Day 
calling lor the dosing of the Asmara prison 
for "humanitarian reasons." rhe party and 
1 its leader Betti no Craxi had favored negotia- 
tions with the Red Brigades after More was 
kidnapped, but its statement Thursday said 
the party was not proposing a dialogue with 
the Brigades but merely restating its position 
made known earlier Lhis year — that the 
prison fails to meet "the minimum criterion 
(for a prison) from a humanitarian view- 
point." 

It did not elaborate, but party sources said 


they were objecting to the practices ol solit- 
ary confinement at Asinara and the facility's 
elaborate surveillance system which indudes 
monitoring of the prisoner's movement 
around the dock. 

rhcrc was no official response from the 
Christian Demoerais. but the coalition's two 
other partners — the Republicans and Social 
Democrats — accused the socialists of break- 
ing out of the ranks to score publicity points. 

In statements, they noted that the dosing 
of the Asmara facility has been under consid- 
eration by the government for some time ~ 
not so much because of the inmates' protest 
but for the welfare of the guards serving at the 
stark gray fortress on a windswept island. 

Scientific Research Minister Pier Luigi 
Romita. a Social Democrat, said he favors the 
eventual dosing of the Asinara facility but 
not as a concession to the Brigades, rhe 
Republicans voiced a similar concern, saying 
the timing of the Socialist statement was 
iinformnaio.

Giscard visits troubled Guadeloupe 


POINTS- A- PITRE, Guadeloupe, Dec. 
27 (AFP) — President Valery Giscard

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Suspected Nazi 
seen in Uruguay 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Dec. 27 (AFP) — 
Accused Nazi war criminal Dr. Josef 
Mengele has been sighted in Uruguay, where 
he has served as a technical adviser in a 
political prison, reliable sources arriving here 
from that country said Friday. 

Mengele. who reportedly has traveled 
freely between Argentina, Chile. Paraguay 
and Uruguay, was seen Oct 20 at Liberated 
.Prison in Montevideo, according to the 
sources, who asked not to be identified. The 
sources said the alleged former 
concentration- camp doctor, who has been 
charged with conducting experiments on 
deportees during World War II, was seen in a 
meeting with Lt. Col. Fausto Gonzalez and 
Maj. Marim Mourino, the Libertad Prison 
administrators. Mengele was using the name 
Willy Karp, the sources said. 

Another German who reportedly was a 
member of the jaiT s staff also participated in 
the meeting, the sources said. Identified only 
as Gordon, the second German was said to 
have served in the SS police during the war. 
Also present were the prison physician, iden- 
tified as Dr. Genta, and a psychologist and a 
psychiatrist, according to the sources. 

Mengele is perhaps the last of the top Nazi 
henchmen still at large.

Chappell, and when Edgar was dismissed in 
the final over beforemea.

It was a fine recovery by New Zealand after 
everything had gone Australia’s way in the 
first two sessions.

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DEADLOCKED SITUATION 

Reports from the Khuzistan war front talk of the 
seas of mud which will prevent all armor action until 
late in the spring. Indeed, Iranian President Bani- 
Sadr once likened the situation facing the Iraqis 
there to that faced traditionally by the invaders of 
Russia, who always dreaded the mud of the Ukraine 
and the snows of Siberia more than the opposing 
army. 

The truth of this remark, however, can be easily 
challenged. The difficulties of movement in the pre- 
sent conditions in Khuzistan play directly into the 
hand of the Iraqis, who have accomplished all the 
movement they wanted when the terrain was still 
suitable. It is the Iranians who will face the need to 
make a move, in conditions which are no longer 
favorable. It is therefore almost certain that they* 
will not do so. 

The situation in Khuzistan will remain dead- 
locked for the duration. The Iraqis have dug them- 
selves in and are ready for whatever the Iranians 
will do. They seem to have decided not to extend 
their conquests, pending a political breakthrough. 

In the meantime, certain political decisions seem 
to have already been taken by the Iraqis. This is 
indicated by their opening of four schools in the 
town of Khoiramshahr, which will teach in Arabic. 
The move shows that Iraq intends to either stay in 
the area or to include demands for autonomy for its 
Arab inhabitants in future negotiations with Iran. 





Chinese Marxism in crisis

(EDITOR ’S NOTE: The writer has been in China 
to report on the Gang af Four trial}. 

LONDON — 

Chinese Marxism is in crisis and the Co mm unist 
Party knows it. A recent article in the official Peo - 
pies ' Daily began: “Do you believe in Marxism?'' 
“No, I don’t.” This is a young man’s answer to a 
question. ..There are not many who give such an 
answer. Nevertheless, this situadon is shocking 
enough... After lh e passage of 3 0 years some people 
are now openly showing no interest in Marxism.” 

This ideologically alarming situadon is routinely 
blamed nowadays, on “the sham Marsixm,” of Lin 
Biao and die Gang of Four. But thoughtful Chinese 
realize that the exponents of the bogus Marxism, 
who are on trial in Peking, were once the leading 
political and military figures in the largest Com- 
munist state on earth. It is widely understood, too, 
although the implications may take years to emerge 
fully, that the “10 terrible years” must now be 
pushed back at least to 1 958 , well before the Gang. 

Is something flawed at the center of things? The 
only conclusion for many Chinese is that Chairman 
Mao and the party itself failed to lead the country' 
into the Marxist promised land. One high-ranking 
cadre admitted that “the system may have failed,” 
but went on to point out: “It’s the only one we . 


has underlined that soldiers must grip the party line 
firmly. “As die army bolds the gun, we must stress 
this point particularly.” Any cadre who fails in this 
central task “is incompetent, and cannot be trusted 
by the people." 

At the supreme military level such alarm is jus- 
tified. The dead Marshal Lin Biao's five top henc- 
hmen, men at the apogee of armed power, now 
cower before die Peking Special Court virtually 
condemned for conspiracy, murder, and treason. 
Although these “culprits" are doddering and pathe- 
tic today, those watching the proceedings 
remember that the accused were once hailed as the 
defenders of Chinese socialism. 

At a lower level, the army's political curriculum 
vitae is not always impressive. A poll last year of 
senior cadres in the Peking garrison revealed that 
40 per cent were innocent of political and economic 
education and could not answer questions on the 
party line from their units. 

Far to the south, oa remote Hainan island, it now 
appears that fully 80 per cent lof the army’s party 
cadres are Cultural Revolution intake, the vintage 
years of “sham Marxism”. 

Such suspect Marxists have aroused the Central 
Committee to insist on more and better party edu- 
cation and propaganda. Deng Xiaoping has 
repeatedly sworn that the party is riddled with the 
unqualified, the majority Cultural Revolution

A recently-concluded national symposium 
admitted that the party itself must bear a heavy 
responsibility for Marxism's currently low reputa- 
tion. 

According to the symposium tile party has been 
slow to deal with the non-collapse of Western capi- 
talism. Although its disintegration was confidently 
predicted for the beginning of the 20th century, 
“for the time being (capitalism) is not facing the 
crisis of revolution”. This non-collapse, the confer- 
ence held, has caused a crisis in the party. “Some 
people are depressed and anxious, not knowing 
what to do". 

In some areas, the symposium conceded, “Marx 
and Lenin did not provide an answer” . More strik- 
ing that even this admission is the use by the Peoples 
Daily of one of China’s most ancient texts, the 1 
Clung , beloved of hippies and mystics, to explain 
why Marxism must pass through a new phase. 

“Now that Comrade Mao Tse-tung and many old 
Marxists have left." according to the newspaper, 
Chinese will have to rethink Marxism. As the / 
Ching indicates, “The road must be changed when 
the old one leads nowhere” . 

Such rethinking may be an overwhelming task for 
old comrades contemplating the new praise for pri- 
vate ownership and the consequences of dose rela- 
tions with Ronald Reagan’s. incoming administrate 
* Son. Among* such cadres; 'the Peoples DaUy rimes," 
“the party’s ideological and political work does not 
enjoy high prestige. at the moment." 


Drug syndicates undermining Caribbean

MIAMI - 

Exports of illegal drugs to the United States from 
Caribbean and Latin American countries have 
reached such proportions that they threaten the 
stability of small independent states used as dan- 
destine trans-shipment points. So much money is 
involved that drugs are becoming as big a menace to 
the Third World as poverty and political repression. 

Government heads as well as police and customs 
officers are deeply involved. In some nations, cor- 
ruption leading from drug payoffs is deeply embed- 
ded in the political fabric and the traffickers are 
virtually untouchable. 

The Prime Minister of the Bahamas, Lyndon 
Pindling, dedared recently that unless stopped the 
drug trade" will destroy us, absolutely destroy us. ” 

In the American-owned Virgin Islands, Milton 
Brandi, the commissioner of Public safety, said : 
" The islands may be a major distribution point for 
narcotics and some people in sensitive positions in 
government are involved. " 

In Jamaica, the government pubtidy a know- 
ledges the debt it owes to American money earned, 
by the illicit sale of marijuana and talks not of 
stopping the trafficking but to ensuring that jhe cash 
returns home rather than being salted away in 
Florida banks. 

American Drug Enforcement Agency agents tell 
of one case in a small British dependency in the 
Caribbean where they watched bales of marijuana 
being carried into the home of the government 
leader. The local police refused to prosecute 
because the matter was too sensitive. 

In Bolivia, under the new military regime of Gen. 


Luis Garda Mesa, it is claimed that the oocaine- 
produdng industry has become a major source of 
government finance. Almost without exception, the 
small governments in the region maintain that this is 
“ an American problem, ” meaning that the traffic 
is organized by U.S. crime syndicates. They look to 
the U.S. for a solution which has so far not been 
forthcoming. 

Pindling says : “ Americans are dumping the 
rubbish (drugs) in the Bahamas and therefore they 
have a responsibility to stop polluting us. Drug traf- 
ficking is the greatest single threat to the social 
and economic fabric of the Bahamas. I can* t think of 
anything that is more likely to destabilize the 
Bahamas than this . particular question of drug 
traffic. 

“ The money available is just too great Nobody 
will want to apply themselves to a productive occu- 
pation any more. It will become the norm rather 
than the exception to make an easy dollar by pro- 
tecting some smuggler or hiding his goods or push- 
ing them as well. ” 

America's response has been to send teams of 
agents, equipped with planes and boats, to carxy out 
searches and seizures of all craft and generally drive 
out the traffickers. Sometimes they get cooperation 
from local governments. Colombia, a major pro- 
ducer of cocaine and marijuana, provided its own 
back-up police teams in a joint operation last year 
which netted nearly 4,000 tons of marijuana, the 
confiscation of 40 planes and 40 boats and the 
arrest of 600.. people, including 140 Americans. 

But in Bolivia, the U.S. pulled out its team earlier 
this year because of lack of cooperation from the 
military regime. One former diplomat there says : 


“ This may be the first government in history 
primarily financed by Illegal narcotics and whose 
primary purpose is to protect and promote the drug 
trade. ” He alleges cocaine production in the coun- 
try is the “ single most important unifying factor " 
for the regime, with at least two cabinet members 
involved in the trade, although Gen. Garcia Mesa 
denies any involvement “ with the drug Mafia. ” 

There are naturally no precise figures for the 
amount of marijuana, cocaine and pills shipped and 
flown to the United States, mainly through Miami, 
which has become the illidi industry’s brokerage 
center. 

Last year, American customs agents seized about 
$500 million of drugs — 4.745 lbs of cocaine, 
2,500,000 lbs of marijuana, 43 million piDs and 
370 lbs of heroin, opium and morphine. They ack- 
nowledge that this is only a fraction of the total 
trade, perhaps 10 to 20 per cent. If correct, those, 
figures would suggest a total American market for 
drugs worth anything from$ 2.500 million to $5 ,000 
million a year. 

Little wonder that small Caribbean countries 
with a gross income of only a fraction of that 
amount, cannot cope with the trafficking. The syn- 
dicate money buys protection at the*highest levels; 
it also brings in its wake mass crime from the petty 
“ pusher" to the syndicate gunmen intent on 
enforcing their will by murder. 

In the end, America may be forced to legalize 
marijuana in order to bring the problem down to 
controllable levels. Then it might be able, as Pindl- 
ing demands, to cany out its responsibility to the 
small Caribbean nations and wage an all-out war on 
the men behind the hard-drug smuggling. (OFNS) 


Who killed 
President 
Kennedy ?

WASHINGTON- 
After 17 years of debate, inquiry and speculation, 
the United States is further than ever from a solu- 
tion to one of its most obsessive mysteries: who 
killed President Kennedy? A new report from the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation published in 
Washington recently, merely undermines the cen- 
tral findings of a major congressional inquiry which 
reported last year. 

The 22-page FBI report squarely contradicts the 
scientific evidence behind the House Assassination 
Committee' 5 conclusion that two gunmea were fir- 
ing at the president when he was assassinated in 
Dallas. Texas, on Nov. 22. 1963. 

Submitting its report to the Justice Department 
which had commissioned it, the FBI declared the 
acoustical evidence presented to the House Com- 
mittee to be “based on faulty premises,” and that 
the two gunmen theory must therefore “be consi- 
dered invalid." 

The House Committee, which has now dis- 
banded, was set up under the chairmanship of Rep- 
resentative Louis Stokes after years of discontent 
with 'the findings of the Warren Commission, estab- 
lished by President Johnson immediately following 
tile assassination. 

After a$5.8 million investigation, the committee 
concluded last year that President Kennedy “was 
probably assassi n ated as the result of a conspiracy." 
Tht theory relied heavily on the evidence of two 
respected acoustical experts, Mark Weiss and 
Ernest Asdikenasy. ' 

The two men had studied at tape recording of 
sounds accidentally picked up by a police radio 
transmitter in Dealey Plaza, Dallas, while the shoot- 
ing took place. They found "beyond a reasonable 
doubt" that a second gunman had fired at Kennedy 
from a nearby grassy knoll, a I the same time as three 
shots were fired from a sixth-story window of the 
Texas Book Depository building. 

The tape on which their conclusion was based had 
been made available by the Dallas Police Depart- 
ment, after it was discovered that the transmitting 
button of a police escort rider’s radio had been 
jammed in the “on ” position throughout the inci- 
dent, 

Weiss and Aschkenasy testified that they were 
sure the noises on the tapes were gunshots, and that 
the echo patterns they caused were consistent with 
the sonic “fingerprint" of Dealey Plaza. 

FBI acoustical experts, however, suggest that the 
two men ’‘neither proved that the impulses on the 
recording .were generated within Dealey Plaza, nor 
that they mere the sounds of gunshots.” " In*, the 
process, they cast doubt on the usefulness of any 
sonic evidence in the Kennedy case. 

This time* tire FBI had videotapes to supplement 
the acoustic evidence. As a result, they discovered 
that several other kinds of noises, even “the simple 
sound of a slick hitting an object," could be mis- 
taken for gunshots in the absence of visual evi- 
dence. The 1963 tape, they concluded, could have 
included simultaneous sounds transmitted from 
other urban areas of Dallas to the central police 
headquarters. 


Saudi Arabian Press Review 


All newspapers led with King Khaletf s visit to 
Qassim beginning Saturday. They highlighted the 
second stage of the grain silo and flour project in 
Qassim, which the monarch is scheduled to open 
during the current visit. Al Jarirah gave lead promi- 
nence to a special meeting with the King, in which the 
monarch stressed that construction efforts without 
supervision by the higher authorities would lead to . 
delays. 

In a front-page story ,AI Medina reported that addi- 
tional American “AWACS" warning aircraft would 
be delivered to the Kingdom with in the next seven 
months. Newspapers frontpaged PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat’s impending visit to the U.S. to explain 
the Palestine case to the American public. They also 
gave page one treatment to Arab League Secretary 
General Chadli Klibi’s statement that the Reconcilia- 
tion Committee would begin efforts sometime this 
week to settle differences among Arab states. 

AlBUad gave front-page highlight to the 16th ses- 
sion of the Arab Ones Organization which was to be 
opened by Mecca Governor Prince Majed in Jeddah 
Saturday. The renewed clashes in Zahle, Lebanon, 
and Israel's warning to Syria figured prominendy on 
the front page of Al Riyadh newspaper. 

Newspaper editorials concentrated on the King's 
visit to Qasam district and the tumultuous welcome 
that awaits' him. They welcomed the royal visit, say- 
ing it would give further evidence of direct links 
between the leader and his people. Commenting on 
the visit, Al Riyadh noted that it aims at a meeting of 


the leader with his people from dose quarters, so he 
can acquaint himself with the projects the state is 
implementing for the comfort and welfare of the 
people. The paper reiterated that the leaders of the 
Kingdom have always shown a desire to acquaint 
themselves with die needs of their people. The paper 
further said that, in order to keep pace with time for 
the sake of development and public welfare, it 
becomes imperative to remove obstacles that might 
prevent a meeting between the leader and the public 
— a matter that seldom happens in many other coun- 
tries of the world. 

On the same subject, Okat described the royal visit 
as an expression of the state's concern for under- 
standing the requirements of development and the 
measures that ought to be taken to boost progress in 
accordance with its plan. At the same time, the great 
public rejoicing over the royal visit would symbolize a 
perfect coherence between the people and their 
leader. 

In an editorial^!/ Medina described the occasion as 
a memorable day in the modem history of people of 
Saudi Arabia. The paper reiterated that royal visits to 
different regions of the Kingdom and the King’s 
meetings with the people provide a unique example 
in modem history. It said the King remains anxious to 
be dose to the sentiments and aspirations of his peo- 
ple. 

Al Yom was confident that the royal visit would 
bring welfare to the region and its people. It said the 
government pursues a policy under which the ruler 


serves his people by fulfilling die requirements and 
making every kind of security and stability available 
in every nook and cranny of the country. This policy 
of the state, the paper observed, has always reflected 
favorably on the ambitious, development plans that 
have so far been undertaken in the country. 

Al Nadwa said that the King's visit to Qassim and 
Hail take place within the context of his personal 
concern for the various regions of the country. The 
visit will cap the state efforts and its concern for the 
projects of the two regions, mainly from the aspect of 
agriculture, said the paper. 

AlBUad observed that the King gives new strategic 
dimensions through his pioneering role and his great 
love and affection for his people. Through the past 50 
years, the leaders in Saudi Arabia have characteristi- 
cally shown a unique coherence with the people that 
has knit them together in a strong bond of love and 
loyalty.

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character the new owners gave free rein to 
artistic creativity and ornamentation in 
decorating the jeepneys which never fail to 
catch the eye of visitor to Manila. Indeed, few 
can resist at least one jostling bumpy ride on a 
jeepney. 

Filipinos are hard pressed to identify the 
inventor of this utility half jeep-half minibu s 
Many believe it was die result of the spon- 
taneous ingenuity and resourcefulness of 
several people while others have accepted the 
“Filipino Inventors’ Group’* theory that the 
jeepney is the brainchild of God Detfmo.An 
out-of-work musician in 1945, Delfino is 
supposedly the person who bought a jeep on 
borrowed money, reshaped and decorated it 
and went into the jeepney business. 

No matter who the father of the jeepney is, 
the ingenious idea spread like wildfire and 
dirty ard garages; welding works and auto 
repair shops soon became busy overhauling 
and decorating the U.S. Jeep into the Filipino 
Jeepney. 

Today there are more than twenty 
thousand registered jeepneys operating on 
three hundred and thirty one routes in urban 
Manila while an estimated twelve thousand 
more illegal jeepneys are sharing the thriving 
business. 

The small welding garages and mechanic 
shops have turned into big enterprises as a 
result of the jeepney bonanza. Several 
'assembly plants outside Manila in the Las 
Pinas-Zapote area have a thriving business 


custom-building jeepneys to meet individual 
demands as well as producing their own 
brand models. Some of them have even set up 
display areas and daim that the jeepneys do 
not remain long in these show rooms as 
demand exceeds supply. 

The jeepney engines, steering wheels and 
differentials are imported from Japan while 
the body, accessories and surface decorations 
are locally produced. Mechanics, folk artists 
and interior decorators are constantly busy 
improving the performance and looks of the 
jeepney. 

The jeepney artists seem to be a breed of 
theirown. Averse to insipid colors and empty 
spaces, no part of the jeepney interior or 
exterior escapes their attention. Body, fen- 
der, wheels, mudguards, dashboards, even 
headlights are ornamented. Varied media 
including chrome and metallic paint, tooled 
chrome, silver plating, hubcaps, stickers — 
you name it, it all goes to beautify the jeep- 
ney. 

Decorative notifs are also diverse and to a 
great extent reflect the taste of the driver, 
who is in many cases the owner of the vehicle. 
Catering to so many aesthetic tastes, no one 
jeepney looks like the other. The Filipino 
jeepney artist is color crazy and leaves 
nothing untouched by bright, lively 
psychedelic color schemes. 

Dashing names like Rushriders, Special 
Roadmaster, and Jeepney King are promi- 
nently inscribed as a morale booster and refer 
to the jeepney driver. Mudguards bear the 
words Super or Super Deluxe; the name of 
the manufacturer also appears in ornate let- 
tering. Abstract decor is more common, but 
often landscape is blended with pop art to 
decorate the vehide. Most jeepneys aje stud- 
ded with metal horses standing in a U-shaped 
corral. This is a display of the jeepney’s 
horsepower as well as a good luck charm. 
Scenes of cockfighting in both metallic and 
paint axe also popular. 

Comic strip humor, pinup stickers and flip- 
pant sayings accompany religious pictures 
and proverbs on a jeepney deck. Decorative 
curtains, banners, plastic streamers and wind 
chimes also reflect the multimedia resource- 
fulness of the decorators. 

The jeepney driver’s dashboard reflects his 
religious, aesthetic and worthy expectations. 
It is amazing that the drivers can see. through 
the mass erf frills, miniatur e religious shrines, 
photos, mirrors and novelkes on their dash- 
boards. 

Once a source of earsplitting stereo music, 
it came as a hard shock to the jeepney driver 
when a ban was imposed on loud music on the 
road a few months ago. Nonetheless several 
antennas still wave unsteadily from the jeep- 
ney tops. 

A symbol of resourcefulness, a piece of 
native art, a way of fife, the jeepney has been 
affectionately used by famous Fffipino artists 


and poets for their works. For some years 
now, it has been featured in promotional pro- 
jects. Jeepneys ip travel books and color 
advertisements have attracted curiosity-fiUed 
admiration. A colorful spot, very popular 
with foreign visitors, is a jeepney tea shop at 
the Manila Intercontinental Hotel, which fea- 


tures an authentic jeepney minus the wheels. 

Built to cope with diverse terrain and 
weather, jeepneys have tremendous staying 
power and travel merrily over flooded roads 
and rutted streets where cars and buses often 
fail. It is for this nigged stamina that many 
Ftlipinos keep them as a second vehide for 
private use. Private jeepneys stand out by 
their appearance and “Private’' painted on 
the rear door. As well as its tremendous 
capacity for people. livestock and luggage 
during its road running days, the jeepney, 
after it has been finally fixed and refuted and 
has done its last run. still does not lose its 
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usefulness. Without wheels, it is utilised as 
animal pen, laundry hanger or playhouse. 

Time and time again it has been planned by 
the authorities in the Philippines to ban jeep- 
aeys from the streets of Manila. Valid argu- 
ments that they consume too much gas, take 
too much driving space creating traffic jams 
and are generally a menace on the road have 
h^u.of no avail. A tiling truly and completely 
Filipino, a piece of folklore, a way of life, it is 
not easy ro phase out the jeepney.

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Shahati says 

Libya ready to destroy 
oil wells for protection 


MADR1 D , Dec. 27 ( R ) — A senior Libyan 
official said here Friday that Libya would be 
willing to destroy its oil wells to defend itself. 
Ahmed Shahati, chief of Libya's embassies, 
or people's bureau , said oil was a source of 
wealth belonging to all humanity but should 
first be used in the national interest. 
“ However, to defend ourselves and our honor 
we would be willing to destroy all our wells 
and return to an economy based on agricul- 
ture”, Shaliati told a press conference. 

Speaking after a nice ting’* with Spanish 
minister Jose Pedro Perez- Llorca, Shahati, 
who is on a European tour, said there were 
countries that used Arab oil while supporting 
Israel. Libya had decided to combat this situ- 
ation. Spain was a friendly country that 
needed more oil and Libya would export 
more oil here in the coming year, though the 
percentage rise over 1980 had yet to be 
decided. 

Asked about the reported presence of 
Libyan troops in Chad. Shahati said Libya 


had sent economic and medical aid to the 
former French colony. President Goukouni 
Oucddei's government was the legal gov- 
ernment of Chad and was in full control. Hie 
president took over earlier this month after 
defeating his rival, former defense Minister 
Hissene Habre. 

Shahati, also said his country will supply 
Spain with more crude oil in 1981 because 
“Spain is a friend country.’* 

He gave no figures but said officials of the 
two countries will meet next January to 
determine the increase of Libyan crude oil 
sales to Spain. 

According to latest Spanish sources Spain 
imported more than three million tons of 
crude oil from Libya in the first nine months 
of 1980. Shahati said there is an invitation 
from King Juan Carlos for the leader of the 
Libyan Revolution. Muammar Oaddafi, to 
visit Spain but the date will be determined 
through the Libyan office. 


Efforts to extinguish fire 
of well continue in Poland 


.. WARSAW, Dec 27 (R) - Polish army 
gunners succeeded in blasting away most of 
the wrecked equipment above a blazing oil 
well as efforts to extinguish the fire continued 
over the Christmas holiday, PAP reported 
Saturday. The Polish news agency said about 
400 people were taking pan in the operation 
to control the fire in Karlino. northern 
Poland, which began 18 days ago when an 
exploratory drill pierced the upper layer of 


the deposit 

The first attempt by artillery units to shell 
the rig and other equipment above the well 
failed because of dense smoke.

Airbus Industrie has grown to 
become the main rival to America's Boeing 
corporation in the world market for short and 


medium- haul wide-bodied airliners, and has 
been selling in areas that were formerly 
American preserves. 

The consortium recently achieved a break- 
through when it won aS900 million contract 
for the sale of 1 1 advanced airbuses to Saudi 
Arabia, which had formerly bought only 
American airliners.

Dozen firms seek to explore 
oil , gas in Denmark N. Sea

China’s grain production

COPENHAGEN, Dec. 27 (R) - A dozen 
companies have shown interest in ob taini ng 
licences to search for oil and gas in 
Denmark’s sector of the Nor* Sea in what 
the government hopes will be an accelerated 
exploration drive starting next year, accord- 
ing to energy ministry sources. Licences will 
be issued under new legislation to go before 
parliament in January, following a decision 
earlier this month to nationalize the Danish 
sector, hitherto leased out to one private 

company. 

The company, the Danish shipping and oil 
firm of AJ». Moeller, worked the concession 
in cooperation with the royal Dutch — Shell 
group, Texaco incorporated and the Stan- 
dard Oil Company of California. 

Nationalization followed the breakdown of 
10 months of talks in which the government 
sought greater control of Danish North Sea ail 
and gas, after criticizing what it alleged was 
the slow pace of exploration. 

The concession, dating from 1932, was 
obtained by AJ*. Moeller in 1962, to last 50 
years. So far about 20 per cent of the sector 
has been worked and the consortium led by 
A.P. Moeller has made several small finds 
expected to produce about 40,000 Barrels 
Per Day (BPD) from next year. 

In the failed negotiations. A.P. Moeller 
faced a government demand that it should 


return all unexpected offshore areas to the 
state by 1 990, starting with 45 percent of the 

area in 1983. The government also sought the 
right to purchase 40 per cent of all oil found. 

Under the new takeover legislation, AJ\ 
Moeller will be left to continue to exploit 
areas which it has developed, or is develop- 
ing, with the rest passing to the state. New 
companies will be offered licences in die 
nationalized zone next spring. 

A J*. Moeller has responded to nationaliza- 
tion by saying it may sue the government for 
compensation, a claim which legal experts 
said could amount to as much as ($27 billion) 

The company said the government action 
was unconstitutional Social Democratic 
Prime Minister Anker Joergensen said it was 
in the national interest, adding that new 
licences would be issued regardless of the 
possibility of long court proceedings. He has 
a solid majority in parliament to bade the 
takeover legislation. 

Danish oil output of about 40,000 BPD in 
the early 1980s will be a modest yield com- 
pared to the two million BPD produced by 
Norway and Britain. But when Danish off- 
shore gas comes on stream in 1 984, the North 
Sea will be providing 30 per cent .of 
Denmark’s total gas needs, tiring to almost 
half by the end of the decade. 


PEKING, Dec. 27 (AFP) — China s grain 
production is sharply down this year com- 
pared with last year, the New China News 
Agency reported Saturday, quoting figures 
from the ministry of agriculture, the agency 
said that this year's output was between 
309.75 and 314.75 million tons — or ten to 
15 mill in n ions less than" in 1979. 

But this figures does not tally with the offi- 
cial figure given in April this year which said 
that grain output for 1979 had topped 332 
milli on tons. The agency blamed the lower 
output on terrible weather in China this year, 
adding that cereal prices had remained stable 
“thanks to good harvests in 1978 and 1979 
and timely government support in funds and 
material”. 

The agency noted that the average peas- 
ant’s income was still up on last year as a

This deal occurred in a pair 
game. At practically every 
table the contract was two 
spades, played by South, and 
the-oatcome— was almost 
uniformly the same at each 
table. 

West invariably led the king 
of diamonds, East playing the 
nine to show a doubleton. West 
continued with the ace and 
another diamond. East ruffing 
the third round of the suit. 


East returned the queen of 
spades, and as a result South 
wound up with the rest of the 
tricks. He drew two rounds of 
trumps, cashed the K-J of 
clubs, entered dummy with a 
trump, discarded both his 
hearts on the A-Q of dubs, and 
in that way made two spades 
with two overtricks. 

But at one table the East- 
West pair defended the hand 
perfectly and South went down 
two at two spades! Here, also. 
West led the king of diamonds. 
East played the deuce instead 
of the nine, thus requesting a 
switch to another suit. West 
duly obliged by making the ob- 
vious shift of a heart through 
dummy’s king. 

As a result of this joint ef- 
fort, the defenders were able 
to pick the declarer bone-dry. 
East cashed the A-Q of hearts 
before returning the diamond 
nine. West cashed the A-J and 
played the fourth round of 
diamonds, ruffed in dummy 
with the nine and overruffed 
by East with the queen. 

Now East put the last nail in 
the coffin by playing a heart, 
and there was no way to stop 
West from scoring a further 
trick for the defense in the 
form of the jack at trumps. So 
North-South went minus 200 as 
a result of the inspired 
defense, and East-West rack- 
ed up a handsome top score.

Afghans storm Soviet Embassy

TEHRAN, Dec. 27 (Agencies) — Scores 
of Afghan demonstrators broke into die 
Soviet Embassy compound here Saturday 
and at least one person was shot and 
wounded, police said. 

About 5,000 members of Iran’s Afghan 
community marched to the embassy in cen- 
tra] Tehran Saturday morning in a demonst- 
ration against die Soviet intervention in. 
Afgh anistan a year ago. Some scaled the high 
wall around the compound, tore down the 
Soviet flag and broke windows in embassy 
buildings. 

■ Police and Islamic revolutionary guards 
fired in the air when demonstrators pushed 
back a security cordon blocking the street 
leading to die embassy. One protester was 
shot and wounded inside the compound, 
police said. 

The revolutionary guards, mostly young 
men who were at the forefront of the Febru- 
ary 1979 revolution and are now engaged in 
security duties, drove the demonstrators out 
of the compound with iron bars. Most of the 
crowd later moved off towards the Afghan 
Embassy where security forces again fired 
into the air. The demonstrators bulled stones 
and smashed embassy windows, and fights 
broke out with police. 

In New Delhi, about 250 Afghans staged a 
demonstration in front of the Soviet Embassy 
Saturday, chanting anti-Soviet slogans and 
holding large banners denouncing the Soviet 
military intervention. The marchers joined 
another 88 Afghans already encamped on the 
grass mall in front of the embassy, who were 
continuing a 24- hour hunger strike to protest 
the Soviet presence in their homeland. 

Afghans in Islamabad observed a day of 
mourning Saturday as a protest against the 
Soviet occupation. The call for the commem- 
oration Saturday came from Jamiate Island 
'Afghanistan leader Professor Burfaanuddin 
Rabbani. 

Rabbani said “the anniversary of the 
shameful aggression by die Russian imperial- 
ism on our country is the most catastrophic 
tragedy in the die history of mankind. 

Afghan leader Babrak Karmal, mean- 
while, claimed that his regime “managed to 
inflict mortal blows on the counter revolu- 
tion" in his country in less than a year. But in 
an interview with, on the eve of the anniver- 
sary of his takeover, he told the Bulgarian 
state news agency BTA that “reaction and 
imperialism are still waging an undeclared- 
war on us.” 

Despite reports of continuing stiff resis- 
tance by Afghan fighters. Karma], installed 
by the Soviet Union, daimed his government 
had been “very successful" nT'cleaning'" the 
Afghan territory “from counter- 
revolutionary elements.” But opponents say 
KarmaTs government forces growing, oppos- 
ition from the insurgents. Anti-Soviet 
groups, divided but undaunted after their 
desperate year-long struggle waged from 
mountain hideouts, have called for a protest

strike in Kabul to mark the anniversary of the 
Soviet incursion. 

Kabul Radio, monitored in New Delhi Fri- 
day night, gave no indication that a strike bad 
been called and only briefly mentioned a 
reception held in the Afghan capital to cele- 
brate KarmaTs first year in office. Travelers 
arriving from Afghanistan said the strike caD 
had been backed by nearly all the insurgent 
groups. Two of them appealed to their com- 
patriots to wear black arm-bands and fly 
black flags over thier bouses in protest 

The appeal, issued from die Pakistani city 
of Peshawar, also urged Afghans to intensify 
their struggle. 

It was apparent from Friday s Kabul Radio 
broadcast that dealing with Muslims fighters 
is a prime preoccupation of the Karmal gov-, 
eminent. Three of the six news items it 


PEKING, Dec. 27 (AFP) — Mystery 
hung L over the trial of Mao Tse-Tung widow 
Jiang Qing as the special court now trying her 
and nine other Cultural Revolution leaders 
stayed in recess for die third day running. 

There were no official explanations for this 
second suspension of the hearings involving 
Jiang, 67, who is die only defendant still 
being examined by the court. As there seem 
to be no technical reasons for the break and 
as the Chinese do not normally observe 
Christmas, observers are generally indined 
to put the suspension down to political 
reasons. 

Even so it is still impossible at the moment 
to say what has caused die break in the work 
of the court, which has the power to sentence 
Jiang Qing to death. 

The former Shanghai actress of the 1930s, 
who became Mao’s fourth wife in foe anti- 
Japanese red base at Yanan, is charged with 
attempted usurpation of power and persecut- 
ing large numbers of individuals during the 
Cultural Revolution.

Two days ago 
a Soviet plane crashed near Kabul and there 
were reports in the Afghan capital that it had 
been hit by insurgents using rockets, he said. 

The insurgents also appear to have become 
more daring. On Dec. 20 they raided an 
important wedding reception in Kabul 
attended by several members of the Ruling 
Communist Party, the traveler said, adding 
that many people were killed in the attack. 

Insurgents have also frequently managed 
highways linking the Afghan capital with 
other cities and civilian convoys are now usu- 
ally escorted by tanks or armored cars. But 
not all the violence in die countryside springs 
from foe hostility of foe fighters for foe gov- 
ernor enL 

Three of KarmaTs relatives were killed in a 
incident recently as they tried to flee 
the country, according to another traveler 
arriving in New uemi. Tneir HUerS'were sanr 
to be members of foe ruling party. An aunt of 
Karmal and her two daughters died in foe 
incident at Bofokak, 12 km from foe Afghan 
capital on Dec. 15, foe traveler said. 

They were shot as they were about to leave 
for Pakistan with the help of the aunt’s son, 
whohad become an anti-government activist. 


The People 's Dally has practically 
demanded that she be sentenced to death, in 
view not only of the cotm ter- revola nonary 
crimes of which she stands charged, but also 
her “grotesque" behavior before foe spedal 
courts set up by the post- Maoist regime.

Mystery cloaks ‘Gang’ trial recess 


MADRID, Dec. 27 (WP) — In the south- 
eastern Spanish region known as foe Levant, 
foe parish church of foe Milage of Dolores 
will have a new roof next year, th anks to foe 
generosty of an elderly woman who spent 
most of 1 980 begging outside its ancient por- 
tal. 

In the nearby village of Benejuzar, foe tiny 
local Communist Party cell plans to move out 
of its run-down rented officers and start 1981 
with the purchase of decent premises. In 
Palma, on the Mediterranean island of 
Majorca, the youth who deans foe Hertz 
Rental Cars at the international airport is 
poised to buy a luxury apartment for himself, 
his wife and infant child. 

They are some erf the lucky ones who have 
received foe windfall of foe Spanish Christ- 
mas lottery — reputedly the world's biggest 
gamble, with staggering payouts at stake. Frill 
tickets for foe lottery cost 25,000 pesetas 
(just over ($400) and just about every 
Spaniard had at least a small stake in a ticket 
In this lottery, an estimated $24 was gambled 
for every man, woman and child inJjpain’s 
population of 36 million. Prize moneyrotaled 


$550 million and all eyes were set on foe 
seemingly impossible dr eam of cashing in on 
the 39 top prizes paying out $3.1 million for 
each full ticket. 

As celebrations raged, and while bankers, 
speculators and journalists scoured die coun- 
try to contact foe winners, foreigners could be 
foigjven for feeling perplexed. “The country 
is grinding itself into debt die jobless rate 
stands at a record high and everyone is buying 
lottery tickets,” observed a bemused Ameri- 
can financial' analyst in Madrid. 

The ceremony held last Monday, when foe 
lottery was drawn, was indeed strange by 
most standards. Hundreds packed an official 
building in Madrid where a dozen 12-year- 
old boys, nattily dressed in dark suits and bow 
ties, all of them pupils at a local orphan's 
school, held the stage in front of two giant 
electrically operated orbs that contained 
numbered iable tennis tells. One orb held 
■balls with varying amounts of prize money 
printed on them, and foe other, balls indicat- 
ing a ticket number, as the grinning orbs 
came to a halt, (me boy would plunge in Ids 
hand to pick out a number while the other 
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{ricked out foe corresponding prize money. 
Then foe orbs would start spinning again as 
foe lucky number and foe prize were read out 
in a ^<**1 singsong chant. 

The whole mesmerizing stage piece, lasting 
nearly three hours, was covered live by Span- 
ish television and radio. When the top prize 
was announced, everyone knew instantly — 
foe Gordo (the “Fat one,” as the top payout 
is affectionately called) had come up. 

In Madrid it made for gloomy faces. 
Always foe biggest gambles in the lottery, the 
Madrilenos discovered that the top prizes had 
gone to foe Levant and to the Mediterranean 
islands. Bat even as they counted their losses, 
there was not the slightest doubt that gambl- 
ing would be almost as heavy again in a conso- 
lation lottery scheduled for Jan. 3. 

Spanish newspapers contemplating the 
hysteria generated by foe Gordo marked it up 
as one more indicator of the country's 
economic iO-health. In the same week foe 
government announced a trade deficit of 
$11.9 trillion, double last year's. The pet con- 
versation subject of every banker and 
businessman in Spain is the zero growth rate 
and the rock-bottom investment 

Winning the lottery is foe short cut to 
everything. Savings and even food and rent 
money are happily gambled, if only to savor 
the thought of extraordinary riches. Maria 
Garda, foe beggar outside the church in Dol- 
ores, was given $6 by foe parish priest last 
week to see her through the holidays. She 
promptly bought a share in a ticket, won 
$400,000, and promised her benefactor she 
would put foe church's roof right

Rajai calls 
in envoys 
on hostages 

TEHRAN, Dec. 27 (Agencies) — Iranian 
Prime Minister Muhammad Ali Rajai Satur- 
day summoned foe heads of all foreign mis- 
sions in Tehran for “a very important 
announcement 1 ’ concerning the United 
States Embassy hostages, diplomatic sources 
said. The envoys were instructed to come to 
foe foreign ministry Saturday afternoon, the 
sources said. 

Pars news agency said that foreign and Ira- 
nian press were also invited to the 4:30 pjn 
session. 

Earlier, foe I ranian cabinet minis ter in 
charge of dealings with foe U.S. over the 
hostages opened the door to possible further 
negotiations over ‘ terms for their release. 
Executive Affairs Minister Beheld Nabavi 
said in a U.S. ’television interview that Iran 
was willing to discuss counter-proposals to its 
demand for foe Americans to depose $24 
billion in assets and financial guarantees in 
Algeria. 

But he indicated in a separate statement 
intended for domestic consumption that 
Iran's flexibility over foe release terms would 
be sevedy limited. He said on a Tehran Radio 
phone-in program Friday that foe Iranian 
government oould not back down from the 
four conditions set by foe I ranians Majlis. 

These included the return of Iranian assets 
frozen by President Jimmy Carter, and the 
recovery of foe fortune removed from Iran by 
the Late Shah. The $24 billion would be a 
guarantee for foe return of this money. U.S. 
officials have described the demands as 
unreasonable and beyond foe legal powers of 
foe Carter administration. 

Iran had said earlier at its demands were its 
final proposals for freeing foe hostages, 
implying that it ruled out further negotia- 
tions. But Nabavf s statement that Iran was 
prepared to discuss alternative guarantees 
suggested that more exchanges were poss- 
ible. 

The three Algerian envoys who have been 
acting as go-betweens in foe laborious indi- 
rect dialogue between Tehran and Washing- 
ton left Friday for foe U.S. capital for more 
talks. One ctf the envoys, Algerian Ambas- 
sador in Tehran AbdeUcarim Gheraieb, was 
quoted by Para news agency as saying he. 
“guessed” foe Americans would hand over 
their reply to Iran’s demands within three 
days. 

He was speaking after spending near 12 
hours with the hostages during which he 
explained the current state of foe negotia- 
tions over their fate.

My friend had thought he knew all 
about dogs, but he had never heard of ones 
that ate carpets. 

He rushed foe dag to a vet. who declared 
foe matter to be outside his field. “Ques- 
tion of discipline, not health," as he rather 
pompously pot it But he gave my friend the 
address of a dog training school. 

At foe school, foe dog was exmained 
thoroughly and its character declared 
blameless. Then why, asked my friend, did 
he eat the carpet. “Ah,” came foe answer. 


“that belongs more to the realm of dog 
psychology.” My friend said that he 
almost fell off his chair when he heard this. 
But he was told, and very sternly, that the 
matter must be looked into with great 
care. 

Questions Tiad to beanswened about the 
dog and its habits and history. Then the 
trainer began to ask about my friend s own 
habits and history, his work and family, He 
protested that Tie and his family were fine.

French curb castle exports 


PARIS, Dec. 27 (AFP) — France has 
taken new steps to curb foe exports of its 
castles by rich foreigners who bay foe pic- 
turesque manors to have them taken apart 
stone by stone and shipped to other coun- 
tries. 

While the French say the situation is not as 
catastrophic as the post World War II period 
when dozens of medieval dotsters, churches 
and stately mansions were hauled off to the 
United States, they are worried nevertheless. 
Parliament recently applied a new measure of 
legal mortar to foe gaps in foe law designed to 
keep- the structures in France. 

It createda new list of “interesting” build- 
ings that could not be dismantled by their 
owners without a special demolition permit. 
Until now, foe only structures protected from 
■foe risk of being exported were those listed 
on the official inventory of historic monu- 
ments — currently amounting to just over 

30.000 and increasing by about 500 a year. 

The problem is that there are ac least 

200.000 other noteworthy buildings in 
France that lack the “historic" labeL So foe 
parliament approved the new measure at the 


behest of Michel Deb re, framer prime minis- 
ter under Charles De Gaulle and current 
presidential candidate. 

The action was prompted by a wave of 
castle snatchings in the Loire Valley of cen- 
tral J^rance. 

The last building to take flight was the 
Cuubre Castle, a 40-room neo- Gothic struc- 
ture built in 1830 and unbjult in 1979afteT 
the owner found himself unable to assure 
restoration of the roofing. 

India protesters freed

western state of Maharashtra Friday afteT a 
protest march for higher crop prices have 
been released, police said Saturday.
